T. W. Neale, president of the 
Bank of Sierra Madre, in a let¬ 
ter to Rep Edgar W. Heistand, 
thanked the congressman for 
his efforts in obtaining funds 
to have the debris basins built. 

“We wish to thank our gov¬ 
ernment,” Mr. Neale said, "and 
especially you, for the basins 
above Sierra Madre which 
through your efforts were con¬ 
structed in time to save us 
from a disastrous flood ...” 

The most serious damage 
from the storm was reported by 
John McKibben, owner of Mc- 
Kibben Furniture, 47 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. 

Last Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day water leaked into the store 
through the west back wall 
and roof and damaged furni¬ 
ture valued at several thou¬ 
sand dollars. 

Mr. McKibben said he and 
his wife worked until midnight 
Thursday sweeping water from 
the floor. The water Thursday 
was up to four inches deep in 
parts of his store. A clogged - 
up drain inside the store was 
repaired in time to prevent 
even more serious damage, Mr. 
McKibben said . 

City Administrator Lawrence 
C. Bevington said the pavement 
over the water pipe line at Ra¬ 
mona and Michillinda washed 
out. It is now being repaired. 

Mr. Bevington also reported 
that the bottom of a storm 
drain near 286 Mariposa 
washed out, leaving a deposit 
of mud on the floor of a garage 
at that address. 

Additional damage may have 
been prevented by the Street 
Department, which placed 
boards along Lima to prevent 
water from running into lawns 
and homes. 

“This was the first real test 
the new debris basins have 
had,” Mr. Bevington added, 
“and they worked beautifully.” 

He added that the U.S. Corps 
of Engineers will start working 
on a new storm drain in Lima 
St. about the middle of April.

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Editorials 

Is Consistency a Virtue? 


Last week a group called the 
Sierra Madre Property Owners 
Association once again ex¬ 
pressed its opposition to the 
proposed increase in the school 
tax rate here. 

As in the past, this action 
was taken at nearly the last 
possible moment when it was 
too late for the proponents to 
do much but grind their teeth 
in anger. Since this was writ¬ 
ten before the results of Tues¬ 
day's election, I, of course, 
don’t know if the group's be¬ 
lated campaign had any effect 
on the election’s outcome. 

I do know, though, that the 
Property Owners Association 
has taken credit for defeating 
the water bond issue, the pub¬ 
lic swimming pool and the pro¬ 
posed school tax increase last 
year. The group also opposed 
the pension fund for city em¬ 
ployes, but failed to beat it 
down. 

One left-handed compliment 
must be paid this group. It is 
consistent and can be depend¬ 
ed upon, apparently, to oppose 
everything that is going to cost 
money at home. 

This leads one to assume 
that perhaps the local associa¬ 
tion would prefer to let the 
Federal Government handle our 
problems. This, at least, is the 
assumption of the California 


Taxpayers’ Association, which 
might be called' a spiritual 
companion of the property 
owners organization here. 

The t\yo organizations, it 
seems to me, should get to¬ 
gether. 

Late last week the Califor¬ 
nia Taxpayer s’ Association 
branded as “bad bargains” 
both of the bills proposing fed¬ 
eral aid for school construc¬ 
tion. 

Arguing that California com¬ 
munities should handle their 
own school problems, the state 
group said: 

“California has the heaviest 
school growth problem in the 
nation. 

“Californians, through the 
state and the local school dis¬ 
tricts combined, have provided 
for our own school construction 
needs without federal aid ex¬ 
cept in heavily affected de¬ 
fense areas. We can continue 
to do so.” 

Sierra Madre, though, will 
not continue to do so if every 
proposal to better ourselves is 
defeated because of the activi¬ 
ties of a special interest group 
which apparently can’t see be¬ 
yond Orange Grove Ave., let 
alone Washington, D. C.

A Giant Is Laid to Rest 


Some 57 years ago, a young 
man of 19 became a cub report¬ 
er on the old Baltimore Herald. 
His aim, expressed in a style 
which became familiar in later 
years, was “to lay in all the 
w'orldly wisdom of a police 
lieutenant, a bartender, a shy¬ 
ster lawyer and a midwife.” 

Few men came closer to real¬ 
izing that aim than Henry L. 
Mencken, who died Sunday in 
his Baltimore home. 

Mencken. A name of tower¬ 
ing stature even to my genera¬ 
tion, which was in swaddling 
clothes while he was leveling 
the shallow pretenses of a 
"genteel” tradition and shap¬ 
ing a new and tremendously 
more vital pattern of American 
thought. 

Mencken. Author, scholar, ed¬ 
itor, critic and reckless observ¬ 
er. More than any man, the 
voice of the turbulent ’20s. 

The Bad Boy of American 
Letters found his voice when he 
was given a column in the 
Baltimore Sunpapers and told 
to go ahead and "be irrespon¬ 
sible.” He did, and in shrewd, 
biting prose lay about him in 
the years following at such va¬ 
rious institutions as the State 
of Kansas (“sunbaked, un¬ 
washed Kansas”) and Coolidge 
(“Nero fiddled while Rome 
burned, but Coolidge only 
snores.”) 

He sank his vitriolic shafts 
into the most sancrosanct of 
American institutions—religion, 
motherhood, patriotism; none 
were spared. And he smashed 
at the social phenomena of his 
times. 

Of the American cult of fi¬ 
nancial success, he said slyly: 
“The easiest job I have ever 
tackled in this world is that of 
making money. It is, in fact, 
almost as easy as losing it. 
Almost, but not quite.” 

He snorted at the flourishing 
fad of psychology. In a note in 
the margin of a treatise on 
psychology, he summed it up: 
“As I stoop to lace my shoe you 
hit me over the coccyx with a 
length of hickory (Carya laci- 
nioso). I conclude instantly that 
you are a jackass. This is the 
whole process of human 
thought in little.'This also is 
free will.” 

But Mencken’s stature as an 
iconoclast should not be al¬ 
lowed to dim his achievements 
in other fields. 

As an editor he was, accord¬ 
ing to those authors with whom 
he dealt, encouraging and fair 
—and always honest. He also 
was competent and successful. 
A successor to his position as 


contributing editor of The Na¬ 
tion said Mencken “used to 
read more manuscripts in a 
week than I read in a month, 
and disposed of them—yes or 
no, never maybe—with incred¬ 
ible dispatch.” 

During his years on the 
Smart Set with George Jean 
Nathan, and later on the Amer¬ 
ican Mercury, he discovered 
such authors as James Branch 
Cabell, Ezra Pound, Mary Rob¬ 
erts Rinehart, Theodore Dreiser, 
and Ruth Suckow. 

As a critic, Mencken was 
often brutal but, again, always 
honest. Although he thought 
"An American Tragedy” by 
Dreiser—who he had discovered 
and encouraged — was on the 
whole a powerful and moving 
novel, he was aghast at its 
clumsy language. He felt com¬ 
pelled to say so. 

“What is one to say of such 
dreadful bilge?” he asked 
plaintively. 

As a scholar, his “American 
Language” is unequaled in his 
own or any other time. 

As has happened to many 
giants of their times, Mencken 
later turned to things his ad¬ 
mirers would just as soon for¬ 
get. His political pamphlets 
during the 30s and early 40s 
would have obscured the repu- 
taton of a lesser man. 

It is not hard to analyze his 
comparative fall from grace. 
During the 20s Mencken struck 
at stuffy institutions which no 
longer meshed with the chang¬ 
ing times. In an age of vitality, 
he was the most vital. In an 
age of scoffers, the biggest and 
best scoffer. 

But when he turned his pen 
against the New Deal, he was 
striking at a cause which had 
caught the imagination of a 
desperate, depression - crushed 
populace. He no longer was 
shooting barbs at institutions 
in which few' really believed 
anyway. He was attacking what 
to most was a badly-needed 
article of faith. 

The responsive chord was no 
longer there. It is a powerful 
tribute to Mencken that his 
earlier work sustained his rep¬ 
utation through the later years. 

A long time ago, Mencken 
wrote his own epitaph. It will 
do for today: 

“If ever I depart this vale, 
you ever remember me and 
have thought to please my 
ghost, forgive some sinner and 
wink your eye at some homely 
girl.” 

Well, good hunting, Mr. Menc¬ 
ken.—’W.F.T.

Multiply the terrible train wreck in Los Angeles by 10,000 
and you have some idea what one hydrogen bomb might do to 
our metropolis. 

Indeed, it might be worse than that, for a vast amount of 
confusion at the train wreck was caused by the ubiquitious 


morbid curiosity-seeker — the 
kind of person W'ho responds to 
the radio appeal: “The authori¬ 
ties beg that only doctors, nurs¬ 
es and priests come to the 
scene,” by leaping in their cars 
and hurrying to the place 
w'here they can do most harm 
by getting in the way. 

The official Atomic Energy 
Commission film of a hydrogen 
bomb explosion, recently shown 
at our Public Library, indicat¬ 
ed the explosion would be 
deadly within a radius of 3 Vn 
miles—or a diameter of 7 miles. 

Last week Russia boasted 
that it had even more powerful 
H-bombs than we have, and 
an American plane manufac¬ 
turer warned that Russia is 
getting ahead of us in certain 
types of planes. The Russian 
boast may be an empty brag, 
the manufacturer’s warning 
may have been inspired by 
yearning for bigger and fatter 
government contracts. But it is 
foolish to deny that we and 
Russia are in an arms race 
which annually results in more 
terrible weapons, and costs 
more and more in direct and 
indirect taxes w’hieh are be¬ 
coming confiscatory. 

For years we’ve been trying 
to scare Russia out of compe¬ 
tition by boasting: “We can 
blow you off the map if we 
want to,” but the only result 
has been doubled efforts by 
Russia to equal or surpass us 
in destructive pow’er. 

It’s as dangerous to both of 
us walking a tightrope over Ni- 
agra Falls while both banks 
are crowded with windy poli¬ 
ticians eager to joggle the 
tightrope. Of course, we must 
keep strong as long as any po¬ 
tential enemy builds strength, 
but we ought to quit talking 
about our strength in threaten¬ 
ing tones. Loud talk may win 
applause, but I never heard of 
a war which started by silence. 
Let’s improve our approach. 

WHEN TALKING about 
things which can’t happen 
here, remember that 10 days 
ago we thought it couldn’t rain 
here. 

IN DEFENSE of Los Angeles 
police and disaster units, it 
must be admitted that they 
met their problem just as suc¬ 
cessfully as the smog control¬ 
lers have met theirs. 

THE SEMANONS are getting 
so active here that pretty soon 
some of us w’ill learn what the 
name means. 

IF GEORGE Washington 
really couldn’t tell a lie he 
was awfully lucky to get into 
politics when he did. 

A 10-INCH RAIN, which did 
Sierra Madre little damage, is 
eloquent evidence that flood 
control—city, county, state and 
federal— is a mighty good in¬ 
vestment.

If everyone who cast a ballot 
in Tuesday's election now 
would back up his convictions 
with continued interest in 
school problems, Sierra Madre 
might recover one day from the 
diegrace of having to hold such 
elections more than once. 

I’m not content with the lo¬ 
cal catechism which instructs 
us that these things always 
take several hearings and that 
other cities in the area have 
the same bitter experience. 
Why cannot we be unique in 
this way? 

It seems to me we have a 
real opportunity at hand be¬ 
cause we are a small town and 
by the nature of the things we 
take pride in, the village at¬ 
mosphere, the cultural and ar¬ 
tistic facilities. We should be 
the most alert and intelligent 
town in educational matters, 
also. 

Most people invested a little 
thought into studying the 
school district's record and its 
current needs just before elec¬ 
tion Jan. 31st.

Cut dill pickles crosswise into 
% in. pieces and put them into 
a bowl or large jar that can be 
covered. Add garlic. Combine 
vinegar, sugar and spices, loose¬ 
ly tied in a piece of clean cheese¬ 
cloth, in a saucepan. Heat to 
boiling and simmer for 5 min. 
Add hot syrup and spice bag to 
pickles. Cover and let stand 4 
days, stirring once each day. Re¬ 
move spice bag and garlic. If 
you wish to seal for longer keep¬ 
ing (after fourth day) pack 
pickles into sterilized jars, bring 
vinegar solution to boil and pour 
over pickles in jar. Seal at once.

Los Angeles County Health

Since 1953 pulmonary tuber¬ 
culosis has not been included 
among the 10 leading causes of 
death in Los Angeles County. 
This hardly justifies compla¬ 
cency, however, for 3,150. new 
cases were reported within the 
county during the last year. 

It is true that much progress 
has been achieved in the con¬ 
trol of tuberculosis, that some 
of its death-dealing character¬ 
istics have been successfully 
challenged, and that the term 
of its cure in some cases has 
been shortened from a matter 
of years to a matter of months. 

It is likewise a matter of 
record that the nation’s death 
loss from the disease was 65.7 
per 100,000 population in 1934, 
a rate that had fallen to 16.1 
by 1952. But when rates are 
translated in terms of actual 
patients the number was, and 
still is, of some magnitude.

FOR INSTANCE, when the 
national statistics are assem¬ 
bled for 1955, they will prob¬ 
ably show in the neighborhood 
of 17,000 deaths despite the re¬ 
duction in the case-rate. 

This number represents an 
economic loss of considerable 
consequence, for the greatest 
number of active cases of the 
disease is now found in indi¬ 
viduals from 25 to 44 years of 
age. These are the very citizens 
who should be in, or approach¬ 
ing, the years of greatest pro¬ 
ductivity. 

In addition, tuberculosis in¬ 
flicts a toll which is unrelated 
to death. Besides the strain 
which it imposes on family life 
it is generally considered to be 
the most costly of all diseases. 

Including loss of wages, re¬ 
lief payments, the cost of med¬ 
ical care, compensation, and 
other items, the average case 
costs the nation between $14,- 
000 and $15,000. Most of this 
bill must be footed by the tax¬ 
payer.

In the strawberry world there are a number of varieties that 
have been making news among gardeners and their strawberry¬ 
consuming friends and family. 

Hybrid No. 25 is an ornamental strawberry and excellent 
eating! It is often planted as a ground cover as well as in the 
traditional mounds and the 
more unusual strawberry barrel. 

No. 25 has glossy foliage, 
white spring flowers and then 
in summer some of the best 
tasting strawberries you’ll ever 
eat, says the California Asso¬ 
ciation of Nurserymen.

fall. 

Strawberry plants can be 
grown in mounds, barrels, beds 
or rows. In mounds and beds 
set the plants 12 inches apart 
each way. If you plant in spe¬ 
cial barrels for strawberries 
with the many “lips” on the 
sides use a well settled, loose 
rich soil. You may need soil 
conditioners to keep the soil 
loose. 

Strawberries should be plant¬ 
ed in a sunny location away 
from trees and shrubs whose 
roots take the nourishment and 
moisture from the soil. Prepare 
the planting soil by spading 
and mixing in well rotted ma- 
nute or peat mixed with a com¬ 
mercial fertilizer. 

Heavy soil should have plen¬ 
ty of humus mixed in. Set the 
plants and press the soil firmly 
around the roots. A hormone 
solution can be applied to start 
early growth and quiick root 
growth. A mulch of coarse 
shavings around the plants will 
protect the berries and keep 
them clean.

What Is Cystic Fibrosis? 

It is a mysterious disease which kills thousands of children each 
year. The first diagnosis in a live child was made only 17 years 
ago. It is estimated that cystic fibrosis, a disease of the lungs 
and pancreas, will affect one out of every 1,000 children born 
in the United States. 

There is as yet no known cure or certain control. More than 
200 tiny victims of cystic fibrosis are in Children's Hospital in 
Los Angeles alone, and there are thousands more throughout 
the country. 

What Is the Cystic Fibrosis Foundation? 

It is a two-year-old group formed to raise funds for research 
in the cause, treatment and eventual cure of the disease. 

Funds are desperately needed to provide an adequate research 
program. This program must first isolate the basic cause of the 
disease, then work toward a cure. 

Where Do Contributions Go? 

Under a small grant from the Moore-White Medical Foundation 
of Los Angeles, the CF Foundation initiated a research program 
at Children's Hospital in Los Angeles. A large grant from the 
Santa Anita Foundation will provide a research laboratory for 
five diseases, one of them cystic fibrosis. 

As yet, however, there is little or no money for operating 
expenses. 

Contributions will go for this purpose, and also to increase the 
research and education program of the CF Foundation. 

What Is the Hastings Ranch Guild? 

A group of 35 women has formed a guild to support the 
Foundation and to inform the public of the urgent need for a 
concerted attack on this child-killing disease.
